REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  NORTH 
SQUAMISH  LIGHT  DISTRICT 
REGULATED  AREA. 

1.  rpHESE  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  area  as 
defined  in  the  Letters  Patent  and  any 
amendments  pertaining  thereto  of  the  North 
Squamish  Light  District  incorporated  under  the 
“Water  Act”  on  September  13th,  1950. 

2.  The  area  defined  in  Regulation  1  is  herein¬ 
after  called  “  the  area,”  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  North  Squamish  Light  District  Regulated  Area.” 

3.  The  secretary  of  the  North  Squamish  Light 
District  shall  be  the  Inspector  for  the  area. 

4.  The  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Inspector. 

5.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  require  the 
removal,  alteration,  or  abandonment  of,  nor 
prevent  continuance  of,  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
a  building  existing  on  May  1st,  1951,  unless  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  building  or 
its  use  constitutes  a  hazard  to  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  public,  or  to  the  owners  of  adjacent 
property,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer,  the  building  or  its  use  constitutes  a  menace 
to  public  health. 

6.  No  person  shall  commence  the  erection  of, 
or  an  alteration  or  addition  to,  or  a  repair  affecting 
the  structural  stability  of  a  building  or  structure, 
or  the  installation  of  plumbing  in  any  building  or 
structure  in  the  area  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

7.  No  person  shall  move  a  building  or  structure, 
other  than  small  accessory  buildings  or  structures, 
within  or  to  any  part  of  the  area  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the 
Inspector. 

8.  ( 1 )  The  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit 
for  any  building  or  structure  unless  it  complies 
with  the  requirements  of  clauses  (2)  (a),  (h), 
(c),  (d),  and  (e)  hereof. 

(2)  The  Inspector  shall  not  withhold  a  permit 
when  it  is  requested  in  respect  of  a  building  or 
structure  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the 
following  clauses: — 

(a)  A  building  intended  for  use  as  a  dwelling 
shall  have  a  floor  area  of  not  less  than  500 
square  feet  per  family  or  housekeeping 
unit: 

(h)  There  shall  be  only  one  dwelling  or  building 
iKScd  as  a  dwelling  on  any  one  lot: 

(c)  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected  on  a  lot  less 
than  6,000  square  feet  in  area  unless  the 
lot  was  registered  before  the  date  of  these 
regulations: 

{d)  The  window  area  in  any  room  used  for 
living  purposes  shall  be  at  least  one-tenth 
the  floor  area  of  said  room: 


(<?)  Structural  details  and  plumbing  installations 
shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
National  Building  Code  of  Canada. 
Sewage-disposal  systems  and  septic  tanks 
shall  comply  with  the  Sanitary  Regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare 
passed  pursuant  to  the  “  Health  Act.” 

9.  Except  where  he  considers  a  variation  from 
the  following  requirements  is  justified,  the  approv¬ 
ing  officer,  as  defined  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,” 
shall  not  approve  of  a  plan  of  subdivision  not  in 
accordance  with  the  following  requirements: — 

(a)  Each  lot  shall  be  at  least  6,000  square  feet 
in  area,  at  least  50  feet  in  width,  and  at 
least  100  feet  in  depth: 

(h)  Each  lot  or  parcel  resulting  from  the  sub¬ 
division  shall  abut  on  a  public  highway 
along  one  full  side  of  said  lot. 

10.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to  exer¬ 
cise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within  six  months 
from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall  expire. 

11.  Where  a  person  obtains  a  permit,  he  shall 
carry  out  the  construction  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based  and  not  other¬ 
wise. 

12.  Any  person  who  considers  that  a  refusal  to 
grant  him  a  permit  pursuant  to  these  regulations 
will  cause  him  undue  hardship  shall  have  a  right 
of  appeal  by  way  of  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

13.  In  disposing  of  appeals  the  Board  may 
make  such  relaxation  of  any  of  these  regulations 
as  the  Board  considers  necessary  to  ensure  justice. 

14.  These  regulations  may  be  changed  or  added 
to  only  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on 
petition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  addressed  to  the 
Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs. 

15.  Any  person  committing  an  act  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  offence  and  shall  be  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  ten  days  such  offence  continues.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  w'eek. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
